Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan has placed, 
in his library adjoining his house, at 
Madison Ave. and 36th St., a painting 
of the Madonna by Raphael, which he 
recently acquired.

BUYS A BIG ALMA-TADEMA. 



The project of a representative 
exhibition of modern French pictures • 
in New York and other large American 
cities this Autumn, on the same scale 
as that of modern German pictures held 
in the Metropolitan Museum two years 
ago, has fallen through. Mr. Charles 
De Kay, who went to Paris early in 
July, to enlist the interest and support 
of the French Government in the plan, 
has, it is reported from Paris, been 
obliged to relinquish any idea of the 
projects being carried through, at least 
this year. He is reported to have found 
indifference on the part of both the 
Government and artists to engage in the 
enterprise. 



SPANISH ART EXHIBITION. 



Word came from Mexico City that a 
committee of patriotic Spaniards of 
Mexico have plans under way to pro- 
vide an exhibition of Spanish art in this 
city early in the coming winter. They 
have sought the co-operation of Mr. 
Archer M. Huntington and hope to 
hold the exhibition in the Hispanic 
Museum, but if it is not held there they 
intend to procure another gallery for it. 
The same men organized the exhibition 
of Spanish Airt which opened in Mex- 
ico city on September 1 in connection 
with the Mexican centennial celebration 
and continues throughout the month, 
The Mexican Government contributed 
$35,000 gold toward the building for the 
art exhibit. 

The exhibit to be sent to New York 
is expected to include about a thousand 
examples, mainly of painting and sculp- 
ture. It is to be entirely of modern 
work. Some of the painters to be re- 
presented besides Sorolla and Zuloaga 
are Benedito, Garnello, Chicharro, Bil- 
bao, Nogales and Hermoso Martinez. 

The committee expresses a hope to 
satisfy a desire which they see for a 
•better knowledge of modern Spanish art 
and artists both in this country and the 
Spanish speaking countries of America, 
and to this end they purpose sending 
the exhibition to some of those coun- 
tries also besides Mexico. 



Mr. Frederick C. Penfield has pur- 
chased for a large sum, said to be in the 
neighborhood of $25,000, Sir Lawrence 
Alma-Tadema's well-known painting, 
"A Spring Festival." Many connois- 
seurs consider this one of the best ex- 
amples by Alma-Tadema. It was first 
exhibited at the Royal Academy in 
1880, and since then has been seen in 
many of the principal European gal- 
leries. 

Some years ago it was bought 'by a 
New York art dealer named Garland, 
and was exhibited in the Metropolitan 
Museum. On the death of Mr. Garland 
it was brought to London, where Chris- 
tie's sold it to the London dealer from 
whom Mr. Penfield purchased it. The 
sister picture brought $35,000 at the 
recent Yerkes sale in New York. 



TO SHOW AMERICAN 
PAINTINGS. 



Arrangements are being made in 
Montevideo, Uruguay, for the display 
there of the American exhibition of 
paintings now at Buenos Ayres, Argen- 
tina. Mr. Edwin V. Morgan, United 
States Minister to Uruguay, reported to 
the State Department that the Mayor 
of Montevideo had offered a suitable 
building for the exhibition. 

The promoters of the affair are now 
seeking a guarantee of $5,000 to cover 
possible loss from entrance fees. Min- 
ister Morgan has been notified that the 
United States Government is not in a 
position to furnish the guarantee. In 
his message Minister Morgan says: 
"The exhibition is to take place in Feb- 
ruary next, and the paintings are to be 
supplemented by additional ones from 
the United States. Mr. Trask, who was 
just on a visit to Montevideo, has 
agreed to undertake the direction of the 
exhibition on condition that he be given 
a guarantee of $5,000 to cover possible 
loss from entrance fees. This exhibi- 
tion, if held, will be the first distinctly 
American exhibition of pictures ever 
held in South America."

ART IN .NEW ORLEANS. 



LONDON ART AUCTION SALES OF 1910. 



Dr. I. M. Cline, who has been a resi 
dent of New Orleans for about eight 
years, furnishes an example of what 
one can accomplish, with artistic taste 
though limited means. He was con- 
vinced that of the many works of art 
brought over by wealthy Spanish and 
French families, as heirlooms, or pur- 
chases made by citizens of New Or- 
leans, who went back to visit Paris or 
Madrid; or plunder from various parts 
of Europe brought over here by fugi- 
tive followers of the defeated Napoleon, 
there must be still some in existence 
and obtainable. Acting upon this 
theory, he began a systematic hunt in 
small shops and out of the way places, 
and has succeeded in gathering a col- 
lection of paintings of rare interest and 
value. 

Among these are to be found "Venus 
With'the Rose," by Diaz, "Meditation," 
by Millet, portrait of "A Man," by 
Franz Hals, "A Landscape," by Corot. 
Besides the Millet and Diaz, Dr. Cline 
has secured other examples of the Bar- 
bizon school. Of the French school he 
has an allegorical scene on the banks 
of the Seine, by Nicholas Poussin, in 
which is represented the ancient cha- 
teau of Gaillard, built by Richard the 
Lion Hearted. The Belgian, Dutch and 
Flemish painters are represented by 
several strong canvases : "Judith at the 
Tent of Holofernes," by Portaels; the 
"Army of Louis XIV Attacking the 
Dutch at Yessell, 1672," by Van der 
Meulen, but a more artistic work is 
the " Winter Carnival of 1656," by Jan 
Van der Meer, of Delft. The most not- 
able of his Flemish paintings is a large 
canvas supposed to represent "Lot and 
His Daughters" fleeing from Sodom, 
byJanMiel. 

There are also some American por- 
traits ; a Jenny Lind, a John Slidell, by 
E. Wood Perry, a Governor Thompson, 
of New York, and a George Washing- 
ton ; 'The Lafittes and Dominie Yore," 
by John Wesley Jarvis, a curious, little 
old picture, interesting from a historical 
viewpoint. 

The earlier American landscapists 
are represented by a marine by Thomas 
Birch, a Florida landscape by Wyatt 
and several others. There are more re- 
cent pictures of different periods by 
the California artist, Keith, and a few 
by local painters, Clegg, Poincy, 
Boyle and the Woodwards. A land- 
scape by Boyle received high praise 
from the elder Innes, when he visited 
New Orleans a few years ago.

JREMBRANDTS IN AMERICA. 



The October "Century" will publish 
a complete list of the canvases by Rem- 
brandt owned to-day in the United 
States and Canada, with an article by 
Louis A. Holman, on the remarkable 
increase in American purchases, of 
paintings by the Dutch master. 



When the marvelous array of art 
sales during the past season is mar- 
shaled again in the mind's eye, the 
chronicler finds cause for added won- 
derment in the fact that this unique 
va-et-vient of the treasures of art should 
have happened in a year when much 
business was dislocated by two unto- 
ward events — a general election and a 
national bereavement. At the beginning 
of the season even the most buoyant 
of auction-room optimists foresaw only 
a lean year. Christie's cellars were 
empty. "Has America at last got it 
all?" some began to ask. Then sudden- 
ly collections began to pour into the 



strong-rooms of Kingstreet. The Bar- 
bizon triumph in the Day sale of 1909 
induced the owners of the Young col- 
lection to make arrangements for its ad- 
vent in the auction-room. The death of 
Baron Schroder caused his executors 
to seek an early opportunity of placing 
his splendid Sevres and Louis-objets 
d'art on the market. The volume of 
ordinary business began to swell, and 
it so happened that the calamity of 
King Edward's death occurred at a time 
when there was a breathing space at 
Christie's, and no important fixture had 
to be postponed. 

In one memorable year at Christie's 



£1,000,000 worth of art properties was 
dispersed. The fact has become stereo- 
typed in the minds of writers on art 
sales, and it has even crept into encyclo- 
paedias. Let it therefore at once be 
stated that this year the turnover at 
auction by this firm exceeds £ 1,300,000. 
Towards this huge aggregate the 
Young and Schroder sales largely 
aided, as they accounted for nearly 
£300,000. A large proportion of Chris- 
tie's business is the sale of works be- 
longing to unnamed owners, but of 
eponymous properties sold we may 
quote the following, noting at the same 
time that the figures are official :

The above represent the chief totals of 
the season, and beyond them were the 
results of numerous named and unnamed 
properties, making up a still larger sum. 

Young and Schroder Sales. 

■ The Young and Schroder dispersals will 
be fresh in the memories of our readers 
who follow 'the story of art sales in these 
columns, yet a glance at the list below of 
the chief pictures sold during the year 
sheds a new light on the importance of the 
Young sale. Nearly half of the works 
fetching 500gs . and upwards will be found 
ascribed (to this astonishing dispersal. "Only 
trees and water," some will say, as the 
scoffer once remarked to Corot. "Some- 
times water and trees/' as Corot gently 
answered. "The poetry of earth is never 
dear," sang Keats, and the Barbizon work- 
ers were >poet-painters near to the red 
heart of the universal mother. We could 
have wished to see that Shakespeare of the 
sky — Constable — from whom the French 
band derived their inspiration, topping the 
list, but the greatest Constables are in na- 
tional or public galleries, and it is sufficient 
to know that the 8,800gs "Stoke-by -Ny- 
land" was bought for only.lOOgs in 1860. 



Leaving this lengthy list of pictures to 
speak for itself, one must briefly touch upon 
other features of the year. The Schroder 
collection was full of interesting treasures. 
The Duveens gladly paid 9,000gs for an 
apple-green Sevres garniture de cheminee, 
costing' 2,650gs in the Earl of Dudley's sale, 
1886; and Mr. Charles Wertheimer, besides 
giving £4,000 for a Louis Quinze snuff-box 
(fetching £1,000 in 1895), and the unheard- 
of sum of 2,150gs for a gold tablet-case, 
fearlessly re-bought at £10,000 the debated 
sixteenth century biberon, for which he had 
bid 15,500gs in 1905. To mention the Ber- 
nal sale of 1855 to any modern dealer is to 
make his mouth water, and it was in the 
fitness of things that a Celadon vase, worth 
only 55gs in that year, should bring £4,700 
in the Coope sale. , The mediaeval bronzes, 
too, in the Isaac, .Falcke sale, made aston- 
ishing increases^ Mr. Charles Davis giving 
£3,700 for an equestrian group, which, in 
a country-house sale four years ago, fetched 
only £120. Acting for a world-renowned 
owner of art-treasures, the same gentleman 
paid £4,000 for a pair of English cabinets, 
once the gift of Queen Henrietta Maria to 
her confidant, the Earl of St. Albans, and 
it is no secret that these may rejoin the 



Royal collections. On the last day of the 
season a panel of rare Oudenarde tapestry, 
devoted, like Corot's chef d'oeuvre, to that 
mischief of childhood, birdnesting, made 
2,800gs. Found in an old lumber-room, it 
had been bought in a rural sale for £30. 

Thirteen years ago an Elizabethan silver- 
gilt cup with cover made £515 at Christie's, 
but Messrs. Crichtoir had to "bid £2,350 on 
its return, and in the Meinertzhagen sale of 
engravings, a mezzotint of Hoppner's "Sis- 
ters," or "Daughter of Sir Thomas Frank- 
land, Sixth Baronet," realized l,150gs. In 
the Drax sale of pictures Mr. F. W. Fox, of 
Pall-mall, paid 100 gs for a solemn and 
powerful landscape catalogued as by Rom- 
bouts. His tenacious opinion that it was 
by Jacobus Ruysdael was afterwards con- 
firmed by the elect, and the find was subse- 
quently sold at a huge price. That contem- 
porary British landscape art is on the true 
track to fame was proved by the Maddocks 
sale, and appreciative sums were given for 
the works of the late James Charles and 
Buxton Knight, and for the Amberley idylls 
of Edward Stott. It is time to give the long 
list of chief picture prices without further 
comment.

THE COMING SEASON. 



The summer is over and another art 
season is soon to begin in America. 
Despite rumors and apprehensions we 
have reason to believe that the coming 
season will be an improvement upon 
those of the past three years, and while 
it may be a little late in opening, there 
is good ground for the opinion that 
there will be much activity and good 
♦business long before Christmas. The 
American dealers who have returned 
and are returning from their annual 
trips to Europe, in search of art trea- 
sures have bought largely and have 
secured an unusual quantity of good 
works, and the foreign dealers are al- 
ready negotiating with collectors still 
abroad and with others at home for, 
some remarkable works. The trea- 
sures contained in old English houses 
-continue to come out, through the 
temptation of high prices, offered in 
behalf of certain or presumable Ameri- 
can buyers, and the European market 
is unusually active as regards art works 
for America. 



DIRECTOR RETURNS.

BUYING PICTURES ABROAD. 



"To buy oil paintings intelligently on 
the other side of the Atlantic," said an 
importer recently, "one has almost to 
forget that he is human, and he surely 
must forget that therejte such a thing 
in existence as charity. 

"Of course I refer to buying for the 
trade, not for wealthy connoisseurs or 
anything of that sort. Your foreign art- 
ist is of two kinds— the one who is fair- 
ly successful, the other who is on the 
ragged edge of starvation. Both kinds 
have the impression that Americans are 
simply made of money, and once they 
know you are buying for America you 
will have a hard time keeping prices 
down. 

"In Munich once I advertised for 
artists. The place was overrun with 
them. I visited their studios. They 
doubled and trebled their prices on me. 
I bought nothing in Munich on that 
trip. One has to devise many ways 
and means to get paintings cheaply 
abroad. Some of those artists may be 
starving, yet they will apparently pre- 
fer to get a few marks at a pawnbrok- 
er's than to take a fair price from you, 
simply because you are an American, 
and they claim you will get five times 
what you paid for the picture from one 
of our bloated millionaires. 

"Generally a trip abroad can last but 
two months, and more time is needed 
to buy properly. One should not ap- 
pear too eager to buy, too much in a 
hurry to leave the country. One should 
be to all appearances a man of leisure 
who doesn't care whether he buys or 
not. If he negotiates one week, and 
then lets the artist be disappointed in 
seeing him for another two he is liable 
to get the picture he's after a little 
nearer its real value than if the deal 
had to be closed at once or in a few 
days. 

"Altogether, to be successful in these 
trips abroad one should be a diplomat, 
and, apparently at least, cold-blooded, 
mechanical, unfeeling man of business, 
and also apparently a man of infinite 
leisure." 



William Holman-Hunt. 

With the death on Sept. 7, in London, 
of William Holman-Hunt at 83 years 
of age, is snapped the last human link 
between the artists of to-day and that 
little brotherhood of the "Forties/' 
which, meeting at first only with deri- 
sion and abuse, was probably the great- 
est single influence in what is now 
coming to ;be known as the artistic 
Renaissance of the Victorian age. 

William Holman-Hunt was born in 
London in 1827. His parents were poor 
and wanted the boy to enter business 
life, but, by a fortunate chance, the 
auctioneer for whom Hunt became a 
clerk discovered the youth's artistic 
talent and encouraged it. Then came 
a period of stress. Young Hunt painted 
portraits for tiny remuneration and in 
his spare time drew at the British Mu- 
seum. After two unsuccessful attempts, 
he was admitted as a student at the 
Royal Academy. There he met Millais, 
whose people were well to do, and the 
two young men became close friends. 
Rossetti joined them later, and then 
came the foundation of the "P.-R. B." 
Everyone has heard of the storm of de- 
nunciation that followed the exhibition 
of the brotherhood's first pictures, but 
despite this, Hunt sold his work, the 
"Rienzi," for $500. It is true that the 
purchaser thought so little of it that he 
put-it into a garret and forgot all about 
it, but the money kept Hunt going, and 
his period of struggling did not last 
for long. 

When 34 years of age he painted 
"Christ Discovered in the Temple," 
which thousands went to see, not only 
in London, but in every town where it 
was exhibited, for the public verdict on 
it was that, whatever its imperfections, 
it was the one modern English picture 
which thrilled the spectators -as with a 
glimpse of the Divine. The work was 
sold in England for $25,000. 

Among his earlier works are "Val- 
entine Rescuing Sylvia from Proteus," 
in 1851; "Hireling Shepherd," in 1853; 
"The Awakened Conscience," and "The 
Light of the World," in 1855 ; and "The 
Scapegoat," in 1856.. One of his latest 
works is "The Flight into Egypt," up- 
on which he has spent several years 
of labor and study. 

He ne\er became an Academician, but 
a few years ago received a much higher 
honor — he was made one of the original 
members of the Order of Merit, the 
order founded by King Edward in 1902 
for his most distinguished subjects. 



Frank Fowler. 

Frank Fowler, the well-known por- 
traitist and writer on art topics, died 
suddenly on Aug. 18 at the home of 
his sisters, at New Canaan, Conn. 

He was born in Brooklyn, July 12, 
1852, and was educated at the Adelphi 
Academy, Brooklyn, and abroad. He 
studied art in Florence, Italy, with the 
late Edwin White, N. A., and after- 
ward in Paris, at the Ecole des Beaux 
Arts, and also under Carolus Duran. 
He spent altogether nearly ten years 
abroad. 

In 1878 he married Miss Mary Ber- 
rien. She was 'herself an artist and 
writer on art topics. She died some 
years ago. Mr. Fowler established 
himself in New York City in 1880 and 
painted the portraits of many well 
known men, including Samuel J. Tilden, 
Charles A. Dana, Park Goodwin, John 
Bigelow, John D. Crimmins, William 
M. Ivins, William D^ean Howells, Ar- 
thur T. Hadley, Archbishop Corrigan 
and many officers of the United States 
army. 



He was a member of the Century 
and Lotos clubs, the National Academy 
of Design, the Artists' Aid Society and 
a trustee of the American Fine Arts 
Society. He had received a medal at 
the Paris Exposition in 1889, at the 
Atlanta Exhibition of 1895, the Pan- 
American and Charleston exhibitions. 
He was the author of three handbooks 
—"Oil Painting," "Drawing in Char- 
coal and Crayon" and "Portrait and 
Figure Painting." 



Henri Rousseau. 

Henri Rousseau, the eccentric French 
painter, died in a Paris hospital, Sept. 
5. He was for many years a Custom 
House officer in France and only of 
recent years began to paint. He pur- 
chased from his modest means the nec- 
essary canvas, colors and brushes, and 
painted without any preliminary in- 
struction or knowledge. This ignorance 
was the secret of his ability and suc- 
cess. His figures placed in ugly atti- 
tudes resemble wooden gods of a baro- 
que mythology. His landscapes were 
painted with dash and sincerity, but 
they were so suspended in space that 
one always felt they might fall out of 
their frames on one's head. Rousseau 
exhibited at the Autumn Salon every 
year, and his display, as a Paris journal 
naively remarks, "was always one of 
the joys of the exhibition." 



Emmanuel Fremiet. 

Emmanuel Fremiet, the noted French 
sculptor, died Sept. 11. He was a Grand 
Officer of the Legion of Honor and a 
member of the Institute of France. 

Emmanuel Fremiet was born in Paris 
Dec. 15, 1824. He was the nephew of 
the sculptor, Rude, and spent several 
of the first years of his career studying 
in his uncle's studio. He also did much 
work at the Clinic in Paris, making 
anatomical studies for the Orfila Mus- 
eum. He became interested early in his 
career in animal sculpture, and devoted 
himself to the study of zoology. He 
first exhibited in the Paris Salon of 
1843 with the plaster study of a ga- 
zelle, and from then on he rapidly be- 
came known as a master in animal 
sculpture and design. . 

At the exposition of 1867 he took the 
second medal, and in 1887 he received 
the Medal of Honor. He was decorated 
with the Legion of Honor in 1860. In 
1875 Fremiet was appointed Professor 
of Animal Design at the Museum of 
Natural History in Paris. 

Fremiet made a good many eques- 
trian statues. His work is scattered all 
)ver Paris, in galleries, public buildings, 
squares and private houses. What is 
generally spoken of as Irs masterpiece, 
t "The Wounded Hound," is now in the 
Luxembourg Gallery. Following are 
some of his best-known works: "The 
Horse at Montfaucon." which created a 
great sensation, and was bought in 
1853 by the Minister of State ; "Police- 
man on Horseback," "Kitten," "Gallic 
Chief," "Napoleon I.," "Man of the 
Stone Age," "The Knight Errant," 
"Snake Charmer," "Jeanne d'Arc," and 
"Gorillas." 

Edmund Darch Lewis. 

Edmund Darch Lewis, artist and art 
collector and member of a prominent 
Philadelphia family, died in that city 
August 12, of bronchitis, superinduced 
by pneumonia. His collection of paint- 
ings, bric-a-brac, antique furniture, tap- 
estries and curios, with which he 
adorned his residence, is considered the 
largest and most valuable owned by 
any artist in this country, and possibly 
in the world. Mr. Lewis was born in

HISTORIC MANSION SOLD. 



As a pendant to Christie's last sale 
of the season has come the change of 
proprietorship of the fine old Tudor 
mansion of Parnham, in Dorset, and 
the dispersal of the interesting collec- 
tion of art objects with which it was 
filled ;by its late owner, Mr. Vincent 
Robinson, CLE., F.S.A. The sale, 
which has just terminated, resulted in 
a grand total of £36,000, of which 
£22,000 was paid for the mansion and 
grounds and £14,000 for the works 
of art. 

The mansion, which is said to have 
been purchased by an African million- 
aire, dates from the reign of Henry 
VII., and is a fine specimen of Tudor 
domestic architecture. It was built by 
a member of the Strode family, in 
whose possession it remained for over 
three centuries. To this day the win- 
dows of the great hall are blazoned 
with the arms of the Strodes from 1505 
to 1703.

PARIS LETTER. 



Rome, Sept. 3, 1910. 

Everybody in Rome is now looking 
forward to, and preparing for, the great 
national exposition to be held next year, 
in the Eternal City. For several months 
the life of the Italian Capital will center 
in the Piazza d'Armi. While Americans 
should be gratified by the fact that Mr. 
Pierpont Morgan has been appointed 
Honorary President of the nth group, 
which is to look after the interests of the 
strangers in Rome, American artists 
should be reminded that one of the main 
features of next year's Festival will be 
an International Exhibition of Fine 
Arts, at which twenty-two nations at 
least will be represented. 

The Committee especially desire to call 
the artists' attention to the many prizes 
to be awarded, (200,000 frs.), and guar- 
antee sales to the amount of Frs. 
500,000. They remind artists that a 
double notice should be sent in on or 
before September 30, 1910, and that 
notifications of delivery of work should 
reach them the last day, on or before 
December 22.

The show will be held from February 
to October, 191 1, near the celebrated 
Castle Saint Angelo, the most famous 
monument in Rome, after the Capitol 
and the Vatican, the tomb which- Had- 
rian built for himself and his wife, 
Sabina, in 135 A. D. The old fortress 
will also contain a display of Roman 
Topography and a Retrospective Ex- 
hibition of Art, confined, however, to 
the study of the development of indus- 
trial art, and excluding painting and 
statuary. 

Connected with the coming great ex- 
hibition work is proceeding on what will 
be the glory of Modern Rome, the 
monument erected to the memory of 
Victor Emmanuel, the Father of his 
Country, on the site of the capitol. The 
last remains of the Venezzia Palace will 
soon be a thing of the past, while the 
models of two beautiful statues to adorn 
the piazza in front of the monument, and 
representing the Tyrrhenian and Adri- 
atic Seas, by Canonica and Quadrelli, 
have been accepted' by the Executive 
Committee. 

With regard to statuary, it is interest- 
ing to note that Giulo Monteverde has 
accepted a commission to carve a statue 
of Verdi, the great Italian musician, and 
his intimate friend, the centenary of 
whose birth is to be celebrated in 1913. 



Paris, Sept. 7, 1910. 
During the middle week of August 
an intensely interesting event took place 
at the palace of Versailles, the presen- 
tation of the gift of the State of Vir- 
ginia to the French nation of a bronze 
statue of Washington, a replica of the 
celebrated masterpiece by the French 
sculptor, Houdon, in the Capitol at 
Richmond. The ceremony took place 
in the vestibule Napoleon, presided 
over by General Brun, Minister of War, 
and who accepted the statue on behalf 
of the French Government. Colonel 
James Mann of Norfolk, chairman; 
Senator Don P. Haisey and Senator F. 
W. King, the Commissioners from Vir- 
ginia made the presentation. The court- 
yard was lined with infantry and caval- 
ry and the .ceremony was distinctly 
military. The statue stands at the end 
of the pillared hall .and a trophy of 
American and French flags with two 
Virginia State colors hung over it as 
Captain Comte de Chambrun, great 
grandson of Lafayette and Military 
Attache at the French Embassy in 
Washington, unveiled the bronze gift. 
In the marble pedestal is sealed a, parch- 
ment list of the French officers and 
soldiers who fought for the indepen- 
dence of America. The American Am- 
bassador, Mr. Robert Bacon and M. 
Jusserand, French Ambassador to 
America were present and took part, 
President Fallieres was represented by 
a member of his military household and 
many American and French people of 
prominence were present. Two im- 
portant marble statues have recently 
been placed in the Gardens of the 
Tuileries. One to Waldeck Rousseau, 
by L. Marqueste, representing the great 
statesman by a marble bust between 
two columns, with a bronze flying 
figure holding a palm leaf in one hand 
and pointing beyond with the other, 
before the bust and standing on the 
lower part of the pedestal are three life, 
size figures in marble: France, repre- 
senting two workmen who are turned 
and looking at the bust. The other is a 
marble monument to Jules Ferry, the 
salon exhibit of G. Michel this year. 
This immense piece of marble work is 
a composition of several figures sur- 
rounding this statesman in the attitude 
of making a speech. 

Mr. Harry E. Monlun, for twenty- 
two years connected with the firm of 
Durand-Ruel and well known in the art 
world of Paris, died on the 19th of 
August, after an illness of six months 
and was buried in the Cimetiere ancien 
Boulogne sur Seine.

SEATTLE (Wash.) 



The largest art museum west of Chi- 
cago is planned soon to be erected at 
Seattle. The Washington State Art 
Society is fostering the project. Al- 
ready five acres of ground in the heart 
of the city have been donated for the 
building site. Also $350,000 has been 
raised toward the cost of erection. The 
structure, which will include an audi- 
torium with seating capacity of 3,000, 
it is expected will cost half a million 
dollars. Its material will be local sand- 
stone. Although plans for this mu- 
seum have not yet been drawn, its an- 
nual membership at $10 a year now 
reaches 1,200, while its life members, at 
$100, number 150.

THE ROME EXHIBITION. 



In an open letter Mr. Harrison S. 
Morris, commissioner-general of the 
United States to the International Ex- 
position of Art and History to be held 
in Rome in 1911, invites every artist 
and sculptor in this country to reserve 
their best work for exhibition and sale 
at that time. 

This is the first time since the exposi- 
tion in Paris in 1900 that there has been 
an opportunity for a foreign exhibition 
of American art. The Italian authori- 
ties guarantee the sale of works ex- 
hibited to the amount of $100,000. 
They also offer $40,000 in prizes, dis- 
tributed as follows: Two of $10,000, 
four of $2,000, and six of $1,000, to 
painting and sculpture. Four thousand 
dollars will be distributed for illustra- 
tions and engravings, and there is a 
special prize of $2,000 for the best criti- 
cal studies on the exhibition appearing 
in the foreign and Italian newspapers. 

Objects of art already well known 
and passed by juries to the standard ex- 
hibitors will be invited, and there will 
also be a jury of representative artists 
to judge other works offered. Due 
notice of the meeting of this special 
jury will be sent to every artist in the 
United States. 



Lastly, 'mention (however briefly) should 
be made of the epoch-making Yerkes sale 
in New York during April. The prices ob- 
tained give a vivid idea of the determination 
of American collectors to keep in their pos- 
session the spoils won from Europe. Ap- 
pended is a list of the pictures fetching 
£5,000 or over.

Philadelphia in 1837. His parents took 
him from school when he was fifteen 
years old and placed him under Paul 
Weber, the artist, with whom he 
studied for five years. He achieved suc- 
cess as a painter of landscape and ma- 
rine views, but he was chiefly known 
as a collector of art works. Among his 
own oil paintings are "Queen of the 
Antilles/' "Valley of the Umri," 
"Autumn on the Susquehanna/' "Mid- 
day on Lake George," "Fairmount 
Park," "Bass Rocks After a Storm" and 
"Indian Rock of an Afternoon." 



Daniel F. Bigelow. 

One of the oldest and best known 
painters of the group which may be 
called western art pioneers died at his 
home, in Chicago last month. Daniel 
Folger Bigelow was a Quaker by des- 
cent and a New York state man by 
birth. Through his mother he was re- 
lated to Benjamin Franklin. His early 
talent for drawing and painting induced 
his father to apprentice him to Ashel 
Powers, a cousin of Hiram Powers, and 
to him the veteran painter gave the cre- 
dit for the delicate skill in coloring 
which marked his later work as a land- 
scapist. After several years of study, 
during which he was associated with 
and permanently influenced by the 
Hudson River School of Art, Bigelow 
came to Chicago, in 1858, when art 
in the West was something dreamed 
of by a few courageous souls. With the 
little group of painters who welcomed 
him, Bigelow cost in his lot and 



when an academy . of design was 
organized in 1867 he justly shared the 
credit of the undertaking. It is pleas- 
ant to know that the good fellowship 
of his brother artists was his through 
the eighty-seven years of his life, and 
that the present art institute of Chica- 
go, which was the direct outgrowth of 
the old academy, gave him and his 
work enthusiastic honor to the last. 



James Rogers Rich. 

James Rogers Rich, aged sixty-three, 
of Boston, a landscape artist, died last 
month. Mr. Rich, though an artist of 
ability, has not been known to the 
world of art as an exhibitor for many 
years. In fact, though painting was 
a profession with Mr. Rich, he was 
never obliged to practice it for a living, 
as he was a wealthy man. 



MEMORIAL FOR ARTIST 



Arrangements have been made for a 
series of memorial exhibitions of the 
work of the late Walter Shirlaw, the 
American artist who died last year in 
Spain. The first one will be held the 
coming autumn in the gallery of the 
National Arts Club, in Gramercy Sq., 
and after that the exhibition will be 
transferred to the Albright Gallery, in 
Buffalo ; to the Art Institute, in Chica- 
go ; the St. Louis Museum of Fine Arts, 
the Carnegie Institute, in Pittsburg, 
and the National Gallery, in Washing- 
ton. The exhibitions are to be given 
under the direction of Mrs. Shirlaw 
and under the auspices of the Folsom 
Galleries.

AROUND THE DEALERS' GALLERIES. 



Although the art trade is a little 
quiet just at this writing, it is far away 
beyond what it was this time last year, 
and every indication points toward a 
most prosperous season. Much more 
interest is taken in all lines of the pic- 
ture and art trade; orders already 
placed are larger, and indeed a general 
activity has superseded the lull of the 
summer. The aspects are certainly 
most encouraging, and it seems safe to 
predict good business, better than for 
several years. 

Mr. Walter P. Fearon, of Cottier & 
Co., recently returned from a four 
months' stay in Europe. Mr. Fearon 
attended the sale in London of the last 
portion of the Alexander Young collec- 
tion and secured several fine canvases. 
He also secured fine examples of the 
English and French schools. They will 
be shown at the galleries this winter. 
Among other objects picked up by Mr. 
Fearon in Europe are several excellent 
and rare pieces of Persian pottery. 
Special mention must be made of three 
beautiful rare iridescent Italian plates 
of the early 16th century. They are 
probably the finest examples imported. 
There is* now to be seen at the galleries 
No. 3 East 40 Street an unusual col- 
lection of 100 original drawings by the 
"Men of 1830.". 



The Ehrich Galleries, No. 463 Fifth 
Avenue, are now open for the season. 
New importations are arriving and will 
be shown at the galleries this winter. 
Mr. Louis R. Ehrich is still in Europe 
and is expected to return next month. 
Both H. L. and W. L. Ehrich are at 
the galleries daily. 

Mr. William Macbeth recently re- 
turned from an interesting trip. He 
visited the different painters in their 
summer studios.

There is now to be seen characteristic 
works by William H. Howe, William S.

Mr. Blakeslee secured in Europe many 
fine examples of the early English 
school, which will be on view at the 
galleries this winter. 

The Brandus Galleries, No. 712 Fifth 
Ave., are open and in charge, as usual, 
of Mr. Michel. 



The N. E. Montross Galleries are 
now open for the season and are show- 
ing paintings by the leading American 
artists. 

The Folsom Galleries, No. 396 Fifth 
Ave., are showing a rare collection of 
ancient faience, manuscripts, minia- 
tures and tiles from Persia, Egyptian 
glass and Oriental rugs. It is only 
within the last seventy years that the 
Occidental world has awakened to the 
realizing sense of beauty of the Orien- 
tal art of the past. In this exhibition 
are plates from Dhagnistan enameled 
under the glaze ; Persian miniatures 
taken from old manuscripts ; some spe- 
cimens of primitive glass from Egypt 
and pieces of Greek, Arabian and ruby 
glass.

There are some that 
would delight the heart of the con- 
noisseur.

14 for New York with a collection of 
some of the finest specimens of English 
furniture, and which, pending the open- 
ing of permanent premises on Fifth 
Ave., will be on exhibition with other 
fine works of art at one of the leading 
hotels in New York. 



COINS BRING RECORD PRICES. 



Several hundred gold coins, the last 
of the collection of the late Peter Mou- 
gey, were sold at auction recently in 
the rooms of the Collectors' Club. 

The highest price of the afternoon 
was $800, which was paid for a five 
dollar "Bechtler" gold piece. The dis- 
tinctive feature of this piece is that it 
has not the "150 Gr." mark. Another 
record price — $680 — was paid for a half 
eagle of 1819. A half eagle dated 1829 
was sold for $370, and a quarter eagle, 
of 1834 went for $310. A "New York 
cent," bearing a bust of Washington 
and Liberty with a staff and scales, 
was sold for $265, and a Revolutionary 
cent of 1785 brought $340.
